to the call for volunteers to defend the 
Union.

IT IS UTTLE,_ BUT OLD. 


The First Bell Runz In the New World 


To Be at the Fair. 


WASHINOTON, Oct. 5.—One of the an- 


tique features of the World's fair will be 
a small bell which "has the record" of be- 
ing the first boll ever rung In the New 
World. It is of bronie, 8 inches high and 
6J-£ inches across the mouth, and bears on 
its surface the image of St* Mlguit and 
the letter "F" In old Gothic. It is supposed 
that it was a present by Ferdinand of 
Spain to Columbus, tbe Gothic "F" being 
considered to Indicate that much. 


History of the Bell. 


The history of this bell is of record, and 


In brief is that It first hung in the belfry 
of the church built by Columbus at Isa- 
bella, San Domingo. Isabella was aban- 
doned in 1494, one year after its founda- 
tion, because the soil was richer in the in- 
terior, and La Vega was founded, to 
which everything portable—and presuma- 
bly the 
church bell—in Isabella was 


moved. L-i Vega was destroyed by an 
earthquake In H33 ;iud for 300 years no 
one saw the bell, whirfr it was discovered 
in the brandies of a treo which had picked 
It up from tha ruius and lifted it as it 
grew. Since then the bell has been pre- 
served as a relic, aud its custodian has 
permitted it to be brought to this coun- 
try. It is now in this city.

"If Chinamen cnn land In Canada and 
suffer no other penalty for crossing onr 
line than that of being returned to Can- 
ada, from whence they may again repeat 
their attempt to enter our territory, our 
law bscomes practically a dead letter."

The Indians re- 
sisted their attempts to evict them, aud 
much bloodshedhasresulted. Mr. Parton 
says that a few days before his departure 
a settlement of whites was attacked by the 
Indians, and nearly 20) men, women, and 
children were massacred. Several battal 
ions of troops are on their way to the 
scene of the trouble.

He 
ha* known Mrs. Leslie for some years. 
Mr. Wilde arrived from London on the 
iteamer Havel last Thursday, and has 
•Inoe been (topping at the Hotel Bruns- 
wick. He Is well known to literature, 
. 
having published a book of poema and ac- 
complished other littrary work. In 1875 
he was made a member of the Iriah J»r, 
but a predilection for a literary life caused 
him la 187* to go to London, where he be- 
came editor of Vanity Fair. 


A Friend of Edwin Arnold. 


He was also a contributor to London 


Punch and was a special writer for Ed- 
mund Yates, of The London World. His 
literary career was greatly aided by Sir 
Edwin Arnold, author of "The Light of 
Asia," a warm and personal friend. When 
Sir Edwin Arnold was connected with 
The London Telegraph, Mr. Wilde for 
eight year* was his ablest assistant, first 
as an interview writer and then as a 
dramatic critic. Afterward he was a cor- 
respondent for that paper iu France ano,
